THE WORK AND WAYS OF WASH’ 
INGTON LIFE. 


Secretary Chandler and His Sugrewtions as to the 
Navy~The Treasury Report- ihe Marriage 
Associations—Oticers Dismissed from 
Bervice—The News in General. 


WasHinctoxn, November 22. — Secretary 
Chandler is going to make a bold move to re- 
juvenate the navy department and, if possi- 
ble, bring it into more prominence and active 
participation in the affairs of the government. 
In his forthcoming annual report he will 
recommend that the life saving service, the 
revenue marine, and the coast survey, three 
very important bureaus, and employing many 
hundred persons, be transferred from 
the control of the treasury depart- 
ment to the navy department. For 
several years there have been at- 
tempts made on the part of naval officers to 
secure control of the life-saving service, but 

_ congress quietly put its foot down on the 
scheme, taking the view that as the service 
had grown up under the treasury department 


and was managed far better than it could be 
by naval ofticers, that it ought not now, in its 
prime, to be made a football to be kicked 
about by those officers. Secretary Chand- 
ler now proposes to give bis views in 
support of the transfer. As _ regards the 
revenue marine service it is closely identified 
with, if nota part of, the customs service in 
that the main expense is to suppress sinug- 
gling along the coast and inland lakes. To 
take this bureau away from the control of 
the treasury would be to work great injury 
and unquestionably complicate the proper 
collections of the customs, revenue and the 
suppression of smugglers on the coasts of the 
country. If Secretary Chandler should suc- 
ceed in inducing congress to make this 
transfer, he will probably follow itup next 
year by asking for the marine hospital 
service, also a part of the treasury de- 
partment and very judiciously managed. It 
is not known what course the president will 
pursue in reference to these recommendations 
—whether he willapprove them,dissent or say 
nothing—in his message, but one thing is 
pretty certain, that Mr. Chandler will find 
opposition of the liveliest character on the 
part of Secretary Folger, whose domain he 
trespasses upon. It is not known yet whether 
Secretary Folger bas recceived any hint of the 
warlike disposition of the secretary of the 
navy, but when he does it is believed he will 
put on his war pain’ and make it lively for 
the head of the navy department. Such rec- 
ommendations cannot be made without 
stirring up trouble between at least mem- 
bers of the cabinet, and the matter wil 
be fought out in the most modern fashion 
when congress comes together. The persons 
most interested—those connected with the 
three branchesof the servic? proposed to be 
divorced from the treasury department— 
have in the past resisted all attempts to 
transfer them to the navy department, and 
they will probably do the same thing now. 
UNDER THE SEA. 

WASHINGTON, November 22.—The new ves- 
sel constructed forthe fish commission has 
been put in commission, and will be used 
eariy next season to carry the United States 
fish exhibit across to the European fish exhbi- 
bition. Meantime it will be used by the com- 
mission for pushing forward its work along 
the coast and in making examinations of the 
bottom of the sea. Seme of the results of the 
labors of those «gauged in ctiiis work have re- 
cently been given to the public. The dredg- 
ings of the past few years have furnished 
many important facts about the bottom 
of the sea and its inbabitants. For in- 
stance, it is found that the gulf stream is by 
the present maps and charts placed thirty or 
forty miles too far out from the coast. The 
dredgings and soundings have shown that for 
100 miles or more out from the coast the de- 
scent of the bottom is gradual until it reaches 
the depth of 100 fathoms; then it suddenly 
descends about 1,000 fathoms, or about the 
height of Mount Washington, at a single pre- 
cipitous descent. Animal life is, however, 
found at even these great depths. though 
some of the fish and crabs are found to be 


eyeless, 
DEPOSITS FOR SECURITY. 

WasHIncton, November 22.—The action of 
the secretary of the treasury in authorizing 
the Second National bank of Peoria to deposit 
four per cent. bonds at their market value in 
stead of at their face value as required hither- 
to, as security for public moneys, in place of 
called bonds now held as security, wiil doubt- 
less be followed by demands frem others of 
the 132 national bank depositories for the like 
privilege. The Peoria bank is one of the 
most imporiant depositories. Its receipts 
during the last fiscal year amounted 
to more than $11,000,000 from internal reve- 
nues alone. The provision of law relatiny 
tothe security to begiven by public deposit- 
ariesis as tollows; ‘‘The secretary of the 
treasury shall require the associations thus 
designated to give satisfactory security by 
the deposit or United Ssates bonds and other- 
wise for the safe-keeping and prompt pay- 
mentofthe public money deposited with 
them and for the faithful performance of 
their duties as financial agentsof the gevern- 
m 

OFFICERS DISMISSED THE SERVICE. 

WasHINGTON, November 22.—Gtflicer George 
O. Miller. of the district detective force, who 
has been on trial before the district commis- 
sioners on the charge of having been secretly 
in the service of the star route defendants, 
was to-day convicted upon his own tesiimony 
and dismissed from the force. Captain Hop- 
kins, United States navy, has been found 
guilty of deserting his post ss cemmandant 
at the Pensacola navy yard during tue yellow 
fever epidemic, and is dismissed trem service. 

THE CENSUS BUREAU, 

WasnHineton, November 22.—Things are 
not in as satisfactory astate in the general 
census bureau as one might expeet. The 
work dragson very viowly and there is fault 
found with the whole management. General 
Walker has stepped out and according to cur- 
rent reports {he head o1 the bureau finds dif- 
ficulty in tnishing the job. The trouble is 
that the affair was underiaken on entirely too 
largea scaleand the retirement of General 
Walker left matters in bad shape. 

THE TREASURY REPORT. 

WasHINGTON, November 22.—The annual 
report of the treasury shows vhe receipts of 
the government exclusive of the public debt 
during the fiscal year ended June W, 1882, 
$403,525,250, and the expenditures exclusive 
of the redemption of the public debt, $257,- 
981,430; that 17,124,196 legal tender notes rep- 
resenting $76,077,301 were counted and sent 
to the committee for destruetion and others 
issued in the place thereof.

GARRETT’S CABLE. 


The President of the Baltimore aed Ohio Aun ounce 
the Laying of a New Cable. 
Battimore, November 22.—At the banquet 
of the corn and flour exchange to-night, fol- 
lowing the dedication of their new building 
and hall this forenoon, Mr. John W. Garrett 
made a lengthy speech,in the course of which 
be said: ‘‘A remarkable combination oc- 
curred recently of all the cable interests be- 
tween Europe and the United States, by 
which charges were greatly increased, and 
under which the cables, ee sent by the 
English and French ines, were 
subject to the supervision 
the Western Union company. In order to 
test whether any variation co$ld be etfected 
from this extraordinary plan, &n application 
was made on behalf of the Baltimore and 
Ohio company to the manager of the Direct 
United States Cable company, of which the 
distinguished Mr. John Pender, of London, 
is president, whether the Baltimore and 
Ohio company could forward cablegrams to 
France by that company without 
going through the hands of the Western 
Union company, as unless this assurance 
could be obtained, the Baltimore and Ohio 
confpany would prefer to use the mail. The re- 
sponse to this inquiry was that this 
could only be done with the understand- 
ing that should these cablegrams 
contain anything affecting the Western Un- 
ion company inany way, it would be the 
privilege of that company to inspect them, 
and that all cablegrams received from tLe 
other side are sent direct to the Western Un- 
ion main office and from 


there distributed. 
In order to carry out an independent system 
of telegraph forthe United States, not 
only by land but also by ocean, it was deter- 
mined to construct a cable for the transmis- 
sion of messages in connectio1 witl the Bal- 
timore and Ohio land system, and I have the 
satisfaction of saying to you, gentlemen, so 
interested in the private and. effective 
handling of European cables, that upon 
a plan being presented the leading capitalists 
in London and the United States immediate- 
ly subscribed all the money requisite for the 
prompt construction of a cable between 
Urope and the United States with all the 
latest improvements, and of the most relia- 
ble character, and that this cable will be 

romptly built in the best manner and at the 
owest cost.”

THE MEMPHIS AND CHARLESTON, 


The Caneellation of the Lease to the East Tennes- 
see Nearly Completed. 

Mempuis, November 22 —The stockholders 
of the Memphis and Charleston road met this 
moroing. Hon. Jere Baxter, vice-president 
of the road, read the annual report, showing 
how tar the board of directors had proceeded 
in effecting a compromise of the lease of the 
road to the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia road. The report stated that the 
tender of the requisite money, $400,000, had 
been made, and that the cancellation of the 
lease was only temporarily delayed by an in- 
junction on the suit of R. C. Brinkley’s ex- 
ecutors. The report was adopted. The fol- 
lowing were then elected a bourd of directors: 
Jere Baxter, G. M. Fogg. Wm. Duncan, of 
Nashville; T. W. Evans, H. E. Yarth, W. T. 
Hatcher, Simon Borge, of New York; Napo- 
leon Hill, R. D. Frayser, J. A. Hayes, Jr., W. 
M. Farrington, of Memphis; W. R. Rison, of 
Huntsville, Ala; Jno. 8. Wilkes, of Pulaski, 
Tenn. 157,779 shares were represented, which 
is over three-fourths of the capital stock of 
the road. The board of directors organized 
by electing Jere Baxter president and SB. R. 
Cruse secretary. 

At a meeting of the board of directors 
this afternoon, W. M. Duncan, of Nashville, 
resigned in person. W. ‘I. 
Yous, resigned by telecraph. Sancti Tie, 
Jr., and fhomas R. Sharp were elected in 
their places. Thomas R. Sharp, was elected 
vice-president. 

At the annual meeting of the stockholders 
of the Mississippi and Tennessee railroad, this 
afternoon, the old board of directors was re- 
elected, except Calvin F. Vance, who replaces 
H.S. McComb, resigned. F. M. White wus 
elected president of the board, R. P. Lake, 
vice president, and 8S. H. Lamb, secretary.

PARTY POLITICS. 


PROJECTS AND PROSPECTS OF 
POLITICIANS AND PARTIES. 


Senator Wallace’s Views on the Result in Pennsyiva- 
nia and of the Programme Necessary— David 
Davie’s Probable Successor as Senator 
from Lllincis—The N.w Senators. 


PHILADELPHIA, November 22.—Senator Wal- 
lace has been interviewed. He said chat the 
hand of Mr. Blaine was plainly evident all 
over the state of Pennsylvania in the last cam- 
paign, and that Mr. Blaine is leaving no stone 
unturned to advance his presidential aspira- 
tions. Mr. Wallace said that if only proper 


be no fear but that the democrats would carry 
Pennsylvania next year and again in 1584. 
He spoke highly of Governor-elect Pattison. 
He would administer the duties of his high 


office with credit to himself and with 
satisfaction to the people of the 
state. Senator Wallace said that the cecon- 
ciliation which had taken place between him 
and Mr. Randall was thoruugh and sincere, 
and that henceforth there would be no more 

faction fights among the Pennsylvania de- 
mocracy. He agreed with the opinion lately 
expressed by the venerable Simon Cameron 
that the two republican factions in the state 
would not and could not come together. Don 
Cameron,he said, had taken out his knife and 
would go for the independents at every Op- 
portunity. Hesays the democrats will not 
support Jobn Stewart, the late 
independent republican candidate for 
governor, for president of the 
senate. The democrats in the lower branch 
of the legislature, having such a large major 

ity. would, he said, be able to compel a fair 
aud proper apportionment of the congression- 
al and legislative districts. One of the princi- 
ple things which he would _ urge 
upon his democratic associates 
in the legislature would be 
the reduction of public expenditures to the 
lowest point consistent with the efficient man- 
agement of state affairs, and in that Governor 
Pattison would cordially co-operate. On the 
subject of national politics, Mr. Wallage said 
he was for Randall for speaker of the neyt 
house. He regretted that the democratic 
majority was so large, as it would be apt to 
be unwieldly, and would require the wisest 
statesmanship to keep it out of the path of 
petty folly. The pit-fall yawning before it 
was the tariff question. If this question was 
not properly dealt with, it would blight dem- 
ocratic prospects, fairas they now seem to 
be. If properly handled it would set Penn- 
sylvania solidiy in the triumphant demo- 
cratic column of 1884. He would favor the 
abolition of all internal revenue taxes except 
that on whisky, and the adoption of a_tariltf 
plank in the democratic platform of 1884 sim- 
llarto that in the platform of 1868, when 
Governor Seymourran for the presidency, 
with aslight modification or two looking to 
incidental protection. He saidalso that the 
question of civil service reform had entered 
largely into tne issues of the campaign just 
closed, and should receive the attention of 
the democratic party. 

MAHONE’S CONGRESSMAN, 

RicHMOND, November 22.—The Hon. John 
E. Massey, late democratic candidate for con- 
g?essman-at-large, is in. thecity to-day making 
preparations looking to a contest for the seat 
of Jonn S, Wise, the Mabone candidate, who 
is apparently elected by a small majority. 
Mr. Massev has a large number of statements 
from all pc.ts of the state showing, as he con- 
tends, that the most gidfing and unblushing 
frauds were committed by the Mahone manip- 
ulators. He declares thut so far as he is per- 
sonally concerned he would prefer not to 
make any contest for the seat, but that as 
Mahone gained at first some sympathy in the 
north by his pretention in favor of ‘‘a free 
ballot and a fair count,’’ he deemsit his duty 
to show up the frauds committed by his parti- 
sans, which are so atrocious as to call for re- 
dress. Futhermore, Mr. Massey is advised 
by excellent legal authority that the opinion 
given by Judge Hughes, and published here 
on the ;worping of ihe election, was, as to its 
most important feature, antagonistic toa de- 
cision of the supreme court of the United 
States, and he can prove that the use of bank 
tax receipts on the day of election was gene- 
ral. The collectors of delinquent taxes issued 
these blank receipts to partisans of Mahone, 
and thousands of them were filled up and 
given away to negroesat the polls, and voted 
upon in flagrant violation of the law, which 
required that the tax should bave been paid 
previous to the day of election, 

DAVID DAVIS 8 SUCCESSOR, 

SPRINGFIELD, Iil., November 22.—The 
shrewdest and _ best informed politicians 
throughout Illinois are beginning to concede 
tuat the republican senatorial contest will be 
between Governor Collum and Lieutenant 
Governor Hamilton, both of whom for some 
time have given their friends to understand 
that there is no foolishness about their can- 
didacy. General Green B. Raum, who had 
made several flying trips from Washington in 
his own interests, does not seem to ‘‘catch on,”’ 
so to speak, and his strongest followers are 
not among the most influential repubiicans 
with the people of the state. It may be said 
that he is not a very popular man, and 
with the party he may be considered a weak 
candidate. Lieutenant-Governor Hamilton, 
who came to Illinois about fifteen years ago 
from Ohio, seems to be the coming man. 
Only thirty-eight years of age, he is yet 
bright and brilliant in his abilities, From 
the present outlook there seems to be every 
chancein favor that he will step into David 
Davis's senatorial shoes, 

THE NEXT SENATOR FROM KANBAS. 

Wicuita, Kas., November 22.—Whao is to be 
the next United States senator from Kansas 
to fill the seat now occupied by Preston B. 
Plumb? is now a leading political question in 
Kansas. Wereit not for the fact that the 
forty senators composing the Kansas state 
senate hold over, having been elected two 
years ago, some other man than Preston B 
Piumb wouid assist Jobn J. Ingalls to rep- 
resent Kansas in the United States senate. 
As it is Plumb has no walkaway. A care- 
ful account of noses in the lower house of 
the next Kansas leyisiature discloses about 
sixty members out of the 125 membersnip ap- 
posed to Plumb. Were it notforthe gigan- 
lic railway influence of the state exertea up- 
on the state senate, composed as it is of from 
ten to fifteen railway lawyers, Plumb would 
be surely beaten. Plumb fell into the St. 
John vortex, went over the state lecturing on 
prohibition, and the same avalanche which 
overtook St. John may overwhelm Plumb 
and sweep him from his seat in the United 
States senate. The people of Kansas are ex- 
tremists, but they despise shams. Mr. Plumb 
has no walkaway.

Politicians in Cal- 
ifornia and Oregon already speak of nomina- 
ting Governor elect Cleveland, of New York, 
for president in 1884 if he should develop in 
his new field administrative qualities like 
those which characterized his administration 
of the city of Buffalo, which qualities consti- 
tute the present need of the people. in the 
event of Cleveland’s nomination, Governor 
Stoneman, of California, will be a favorite for 
vice-president. Justice Field, however, has 
many friends as a candidate for president. 


SPANISH AMERICA, 


Cuban Telegraphic Interraptioa—The Men Under 
Cucares. 

Havana, November 22.—Telegraphic com- 
munication between Havana and the rest of 
the Amtilles, except Jamaica, is interrupted. 
The cable between Jamaica and the island of 
St. Crait is broken. 

Lima, November 22.—The Diasio official 
publishes a report from the interior that one 
of the battalions, under the command of 
Cacares, revolted. The rising was soon su 
pressed, but great discontent and insubordi- 
nation still prevails, owing to the Jack of food 
and m@ney. Cacares has gone to Cerero de 
Pasco for supplies. 

A BRAZILIAN-ARGENTINE WAR DENIED. 

WasdinaTon, November 22.—Senor Netto, 
Brazilian minister here, in an interview to- 
night, says the published rumors of a conflict 
between Brazil and the Argentine confedera- 
tion over a disputed piece of territory are en- 
tirely unfounded. Noteven a whisper of a 
ruptureof the friendly relations hitherto ex- 
isting between these two countries has yet 
reached the diplomatic circles in Washing- 
ton. Whileitis true that diplomatic nego- 
tiationgs between the representatives of the 
twu governments respecting the dispated 
boundary question are now in progress in 
Buenys Ayres, still it is not true that they 
are ¢icely to resort to arms to settle 
the *“Cbntroversy. The negotiations, Netio 
says, are being conducted in a friendly man- 
ner. The political relations between the two 
countries are of the most friendly character. 
Their commercial intercourse and trade rela- 
tions are extensive and mutually profitable, 
allofwhich justifies the hope and expecta- 
tion that an amicable and satisfactory adjust- 
ment of the difficulty will soon be reached. 

In this connection it may be mentioned 
that Senor Netto will henor Senor Domin- 
guez, the newly appointed minister of the 
Argentine confederation, with a dinner on 
Saturday night next, 'o which the attaches 
of the legation have been invited.

THE TRIBULATIONS OF THE JEAN- 
NBTTE’S CREW. 


Meiville Narrates the Story of His Pinding of the 
Bodies of the DeLong Party—Dr. Collins's 
Charges as to the Treatment of His 
Brother Presented—A Sad Story. 


Minwearotis, Minn., November °2.—A 
Washington special to the Tribune says: Dr. 
Collins, who has been here several days past, 
feels very well satisfied with the visit, and 
thinks he has discovered clues which will lead 
to the investigation and establishment of all 
his charges against Melville and DeLong. In 
& conversation with the Tribune representa- 
tive, he said: “I came here to have naked 
justice done toall. I have prepared and sub- 
mitted to Judge Lemley certain questions to 
be put to each of the survivors now in the 
country. I regret Bartlett's absence, and am 
led to believe he was sent away to avoid this 
very investigation, as he can substantiate 


much we are inferentially satisfied istrue. My 
range of questions, if asked as submitted, will 
elicit answers which should cause Melviile 
to hang his headin shame and probably will 
lead to his dismissal or resignation. Since 
my arrival my doubts and fears have been 
more than corroborated. I have found that 
forsome reason Melville hated my brother. 
My statement, already published in the 
Tribune, concerning the delay at Cape Bykoff 
is more than confirmed. The charges pre 
ferred against Jerome were puerile to the ast 
degree. Evidences are numerous of DeLong’s 
harsh and unwarranted treatment cof my 
brother. One of the survivors states that 
Jerome was the strongest of the party and 
yet was denied the privilege a naiade 
panyin Nindermann and Noros. He 
weighed when he left San _ Francisco 
204 pounds, was full six feet and of the most 
rugged constitution. When found his hair 
had turned snowy white, through his nightly 
anguish. WhenI calledon Judge Lemley he 
said: *‘Here are two papersI wish you to read 
before we go into this matter.’”’ I refused to 
see them until I had his promise that they 
would be presented with all other pertinent 
matter in evidence in the investigation. The 
romise was given. I opened the papers and 
ound the charges preferred against Jerome 
by DeLong, given to the secretary of the navy 
by Melvillein brief. The charges were: 


1. Not always up in cime for break fast. 

2. Hunted bear without permission. 

3. Did not remain on the ice the full time 
ordered for exercise. | 

4. Too much time occupied in making ob- 
servations. 

5. Smoked in the cabin with his fur coat 
off and talked to Danenhower. It was during 
the latter event that DeLong came in anc 
roughly charged disobedience. My brother 
refuted the accusation. DeLong repeated his 
charge and Jerome replied. He treated him 
with all the deference required by the naval! 
law. ‘Do you know who I am?” cried De- 
Long. ‘Consider yourself under arrest, and 
by God you'll do no more work on this ex- 
pedition.’’ Danenhower heard this. Among 
iny brother's papers I find a long letter, being 
adraft of a ietter written two DeLong in 
which he arraigned him for cruel treatment, 
tracing the course of the humiliation in the 
extreme. The letter must be in existence, 
but cannot be found. Newcomband Collins

MelvinNe declared that they were the hap- } 


piest lot of men be ever saw. Newcomb says 
it was a perfect hell for three years. Danen- 
nower stated that had he known what he 
would be subjected to, he would have 
jumped overboard. In company with Dr. 
Collins the reporter called at the navy 
Cepartment to day, and there viewed a smal! 
bundle of effects tied up in a hanakerchief, 
which were removed from poor Jerome’s 
body for the first time. The doctor opened 
and read a small pocket note-book kept by 
his brother. The entries began in June, 1881, 
when the vessel sank inthe gray twilight of 
an Arctic morniog. In graphic words, trem- 
bling with suffering, the sad march was 
traced. June l’thitsays: ‘‘We are prepar- 
ing to go south; nothing is ready; we started 
with a rush and burst three sleds; there is no 
experience gove*ping our movements, re- 
sulting in a mese of the worst kind: 
the men are groWict2” among thein- 
selves at the mismanagemert’”’ The notes 
show that Collins killed mostof tue game on 
the retreat. After a vivid descriptiu” of a 
terrible night in the open boat, he says wv! at 
he never experienced such utter misery; 
wet by every sea, trembling with cold, and 
hopeless excepting the mercy of Almighty 
God, we sat jammed together for nearly 
seventy-two hours, when we sighted the low 
coast of the Lena Delta. Five days and five 
nights were we in the open boats and then 
had to haul the boata mile anda half and 
pack it in the snow storm. 

The second day after reaching the Lena 
Delta, he writes: The general plan for run- 
ning the machine whict has been our bane 
so jong still holds like a leech and sucks our 
chances of escape away. Our allowance is half 
a pound of meat perday. The suffering of 
bun eris then described in pitiful language. 
The last entry was made September 30. The 
doctor says he can establish the utmost cru- 
elty of treatment of his brother allthrough the 
trip even to the time when Melville inscribed 
the names of the DeLong party on the cross 
erected over their graves. He placed his 
name. although the scientist of the party, 
under the head of sailors, simply, J. J. Col- 
jins. (One of the rescuing party climbed up 
afterwards and with his pocke knife carved 
before his name ‘* Mr.”’ 

The investigation is being pushed every day, 
and Dr. Collins’s questions will probab:y be 
put this week. He has scrupulousiv avoided 
speaking to any of the survivors, basing his 
charges on the written evidence. He did not 
appear before the board in person. 

THE JEANNETTE SEARCH. 

WASHINGTON, November 22.—In the Jean- 
nette court this morning, Engineer Melville 
continued hisaccount ofthe search for De- 
Longand his party. The narrative was very 
pathetic and the speaker told his story in a 
straightforward manner. He gavedetails of 
the discovery of the party frozen to death on 
the banks of the Lena. A largeaudience was 
present. The attention of thesearchers was 
first attracted by the hut-poles, which were 
sticking out of the snow. On seeing these the 
“wt advanced a few steps, when they saw a 
1and reaching out in the snow, which after- 
waids proved to be DeLong’s. The rest of 
the party were then discovered, with the re- 
mains of fire near them and evidence that 
the unfortunate men had been trying to 
remove their effects with the supposed view 
of reaching the banks of the river. Melville 
said they evidently recognized the fact that 
it they died near the bank ofthe river their 
bodies would be carried away by the floods. 
Melville examined the DeLong journal found 
wear where his body lay. The bodies were 
all frozen tothe ground, Dut as soon as dis- 
covered were piled up, rolled together and 
covered with tent-cloth. It was found when 
Ambler’s body war turned over that he 
clutched DeLong’s pistol.

PHILADELPHIA. November 22—Mrs. Mel- 
ville, the wife ef the engineer of the arctic 
ship Jeannetie, who was placed in the Nortis 
town insane hospital, by her husband a few 
days after his arrival home, was released from 
the institution on Friday evening, and is now 
at her home at Sharon Hill. with her two 
you ‘gest daughters, who have been with her 
during the period of her restraint. It became 
early manifest to the suthorities of the 
hospital that, although at the time 
of her admussion rs. Melville was 
suffering from the nervous effects 
alcohclic preparations and was a subject for 
treatment in such a hosp'tal, she was differ- 
ent from the other patients. They according- 
ly allowed her to nd ber time as she 
pleased with the children, and permitted her 
to leave the institution whenever she wanted 
to, under parole to return the same day. She 
treated her honor paroles with inviolable sa- 
credress, and won the good opinion of every 
one around the institution. Very quietly 
some of the lady’s friends took the necessary 
preliminary measures, and had a commission 
of lunacy appointed to examine into ber case. 
A careful inquiry was made and the decision 
arrived at that she was not a fit subject for 
such an institution. She was accordingly re- 
leased and, looking quite hapoy, drove home 
in a carriage with her little ones Engineer 
Melville, by the advice of his friends, has 
made some temporary provision for her sup- 


port. 
PLAYFAIR’S MESSAGE TO NOLAN.

Lonpox, November 22.—In the discussion 
of the ninth procedure rule in regard to the 
suspension of members from the service of 
the house, Noun, member for Galway, re- 
ferred to the suspension of Irish members.

Lord Randolph Churchill said that if after 
the statement made by Nolan. Playfair did 
not explain the matter “to the house, he 
(Playfair) would have roved himself 
utterly incapacitated or his po 
sition as chairman of committees. The Right 
Hon. Lyon Playfair, most emphatically denied 
that he sent a message to Captain Nolan, at 
the time of the suspension of the Irish mem- 
bers last session, threatening him with sus- 
pension as stated by Captain Nolan. He had 
never heard of the matter until it was men- 
tioned last night. There was not one shred 
ef foundation for the statement. Captain 
Nolan maintained that the third clerk of 
the house conveyed the message te him, but 
when questioned by Mr. Gladstone he said 
it was not communicated as coming from the 
chair. The discussion of the ninth proced- 
ure resolution was continued. Mr. Gladstone 
made a further concession to the effect that 
collective suspension should only be applied 
in cases of wilful disregard of the authority 
ot the chair. The rule was adopted bya vote 
of 161 to19. The limit of the term of sus- 
pension for offenses after and including the 
third is fixed atone month. Lord Randolph 
( hurchill has placed upon paper a fresh batch 
of amendments to the procedure rules. But 
for this action opposition to the remaining 
rules would be merely nominal, 

POPCLATION AND BREAD. 

Mr. Giffen, president of the statistical socie- 
ty, delivered his inaugural address last night. 
His subject was the ‘Influence of population 


statistics on political thought.’’ He refzrred 
to the growth of the population of the United 
States, which, if continued, he said would 
cause great difficulties.

CONFESSION OF THE ACTORS IN 
THE MERIWETHER CRIME. 


A Suspicious Character Arrested in Gwinnett— His 
Confession of a Sensational Crime, wiih Which 
He Mixes up the Names of Two Prom- 
inent Young Men-—Bound Over.

Senora, Ga., November 22.—This whole 
section of country has been agitated over the 
recent arson and robbery in Meriwether ccun- 
ty, in which Mr. Brandenburg’s out-buildings 
were burned, and while the family were out 
attending toit the house was robbed ofa 
large sum in bonds and cash. Interest was 
increased when it was stated that a lady 
member oi the family, who intercepted one 
of the burglars had been roughly 
treated. Such a bold act executed 
under such circumstance, in a peacable and 
lawabiding section of country, was calcula- 


ted to baffle investigation, There was no one 
whom suspicion could properly rest, and 
even suspicion was at aloss for food. The 
news of the affair was spread abroad through 
Tue ConsrituTion, andin all the adjoining 
counties the ofticers were on the alert for 
travelers who could not answer satisfactorily 
for their movements. On Friday evening 
last, M. Couch received a brief telegram from 
Gwinnett county, detailing an arrest there, 
and so circumstantial that Mr. Couch at once 
answered: “Bring him on; you have got 


him.”’ 
SHERIFF PATTERSON'S STORY. 

“IT am the sheriff of Gwinnett county,” 
said Mr. J. M. Patterson, a gentleman of mid 
die age and farmer-like appearance, ‘and I 
am here with a mighty curious prisoner. For 
several days people in my county had been 
coming intomy office at Lawrenceville telling 
me of a strange individual who had put up at 
Mr James Waiter’s, five miles out of town 
and giving the name of J. T. Garland. There 
was something suspicious about Mr. Gar- 
land’s demeanor which the people could not 
understand. He was flush of funds, and yet 
was very furtive under scrutiny. There was 
alsosomething incoherent about his state 
ments of where he had been, and the route 
by which he had made his way into the 
county. I at last concluded to make a de- 
scent upon him, which I did.” 

‘How did he take it?’ 

“He was very imdignant, and demanded 
the reason for hisarrest. I told him that his 
conscience could very probably suggest the 
answer. I took him to Lawrenceville and 
placed him in jail. Then a copy of THE Con- 
STITUTION, Containing an account of the Meri- 
wether arson and burglary case, fell into my 
hands, and I at once began to feel that 1 had 
one of the criminals. In connection with 
this suspicion the prisoner wrote a letter, ad- 
dressed to a citizen of Meriwether county, 
and addressed to Brandenburg’s post-otlice, 
oontaining ambiguous expressions and astate- 
ment of his flight north, of such a character 
as to have but little room for doubt as to his 
own complicity. The contents of this letter 
I cannot fully divclge, as I do not yet know 
wha! importance it may assume in the trial 
oi the young men against whom it directs 
suspicion. 1 telegrapbed to LaGrange, New- 
nan, Senoia and other points, making inquiry. 
Mr. Couch, of Senoia, answered me, tnat I 
had the man and to bring him on. Going to 
Garland, I told him where he was wanted, 
and he at once 

CONFESSED HIS CRIME. 

He said he was the principal: actor in the 
arson and would teil allaboutit, associating 
the names of several others with his own. 
His own name, he said, was Ferguson, not 
Garland, and he had worked for Brandenbing 
and consequently knew all about the house. 
He knew Brandenbing’s habit of keeping mon- 
ey ina trunk, and became possessed of a key 
to the trunk bythe aidof which he often 
helped himself. Subsequently, be was em- 
“gt i by the Ingrams, a well-to-do and high- 
y respectable family. I asked him to put his 
confession in writing, which he did, and of 
which the following isatrue copy: ‘On 
Monday before the 9th of November, I and 
J. M. Ingram went to Newnan.° I told John 
Ingram that was going off to. get 
a job on the railroad. I also 
told him I was going off and 
would come back and rob Mr. L.; that I and 
Henry Ingram, colored, had made the plot 
for me to come back Thursday night and rob 
Mr. B. We arrived at Newnan about ten 
o'clock, and at four p. m. I taken the train for 
West Point; staid there until 12 that night; 
came back to Hogansville that night, and 
staid there the next day, it being the seventh 
of November. Tuesday night I stopped at 
Corinth. Next night I stopped near Rocky 
Mount, it being about twelve miles from Mr. 
B. I walked along slow, knowing that I 
would get to Ingram's in plenty time to ac- 
complish our design. I got to Ingram’s about 
dark, and Henry Ingrain, colored, had ¢very- 
thing ready, and burned and robbed Mr. B, 
Tiis is a full statement.” 

GRABBLING FOR GOLD 

“What steps did you take then?” 

“Ferguson begged pitiously for a chance to 
escape. He said he had money concealed vy 
the side of the road near Mr. Walters’s and if 
I would go with him out there, and take the 
handcuffs off him and give bim achance for 
his lifes I could have the money. A party of 
us went out with himtotbe point designated. 
He grabbled awhile in che ground, and at 
length grabbled up — buckskin purse, which 
contained $250 in gold. I took possession of 
the money, and brought the prisoner down 
here, and be is now in custody of the oflicers 
ef Meriwether county.” - 

THE NEW? IN MERRIWETHER. 

The associatior of the names of the broth 
ers, John M. and James_ Ingram, 
with the rime, gave rise to a 

enuine scusation. They are of a 
a family, have borne hitherto an ex- 
celient character, were prosperous in their 
surrouncings, and there exists no reason 
whatever that they should connect themselves 
with such a desperate deed. Everything con- 
nected with their lives forbids the harboring 
of a fhought of their guilt. According to the 
confession above, Ferguson only directly im- 
plicates Henry Ingram, colored, with him- 
self in the deed, and that is, in all probabil- 
ity, where the whole guilt lies. Still, there 
were expressions and ailegations in the letter 
which Ferguson attempted to have sent to 
one of the Ingrams, the contents of which 
Sheriff Patterson would not disclose, which 
prompted the officers to arrest and hold the 
young gentlemen named for the action of the 
court, 

THE PRISONER BOUND OVER, 

Henry Ingram, colored, who had _ been ar- 
rested by Sheriff Bussey, also confessed by 
surrendering to that officer $467.50, which he 
acknowledged to be part of the money stolen. 
This, as well asthe money in possession of 
Sheriff Patterson, was handed over to Mr. 
Brandenburg, who thus regains $717.50 out 
of the $1,000 which had been stolen from him. 
J. F. Ferguson, Henry Ingram, colored, and 
the Ingram brothers were called for prelimi- 
pary trial before Magistrate Jones, several 
miles from this place, where they waived ex- 
amination, The first two were held under 
two charges—one of burglary inthe night 
time and one forarson, foreachof which 
they were put under $1000 bond, or $2,000 
each. In default of bond they were put in 
jail at Greenville. John and Henry Ingram 
wore held to answer in bonds of $350 each. 
Thus the matter stands for the present.

REGULAR DAILY REPORT OF THE 
PROCEEDINGS. 


What the Members of the House and Senate Peund 
to Do Yesterdsy—A Short Session in the Sena 
~The Tex Bill—Senstor Brown's Dona- 


tion to the State University, Etc. 


The house met at 10 o’clock and was called 
to order by the speaker; prayer by the chap- 
jain. The journal was read and approved. 
The general tax bill was read the second 


‘time and ordered to be printed forthe use of 


the house. Mr. Calvin, chairman of the 
committee on education reported favorably 
the bill to accept the donation of $50,000 by 
Senator Brown. Mr. Bartlett, of Bibb, moved 
to refer the bill to the judiciary committee to 
determine the constitutionality of the ques- 
tion involved. The legislature should he 
said, be in a hurry to accept a gift until the 
legality and advisability of accepting 


it are determined. Mr. Humber, of 
Putnam, said there was no_ doubt 
as tu the legality of accepting the gift. The 
best lawyers had looked into the question 
and advised its acceptance. The gift ought 
to be promptly accepted. It might be dan- 
gerous to delay action in the matter until 
the summer session. The accepting of the 
gift and using bonds would not increase 
the bonded indebtedness of the _ state 
but would simply continue some of the ma- 
turing Nutting bonds. Similar views were 
taken by Messrs. Harris, of Bibb, and Rus- 
sel], of Clarke. Mr. Reese, of Wilkes, thought 
the bill ought to go to the judiciary commit- 
tee to have its legality thoroughly sifted. It 
was a question on which lawyers differ- 
ed very materially and the house 
ought to know what it is doing. 
Mr. Pringie, of Washington, opposed a com- 
mittal to the judiciary committee. Mr. Cal- 
vin’s motion to print the bill was agreed to, 
and the motion to commit was lost. Mr. 
Gary, chairman of the committee on the state 
ofthe republic reported favorably on joint 
resolution to petition congress to allow cer- 
tain cotton claims to _ be considered. 
Also on joint resolution looking 
to a repeal of present internal revenue laws. 
On motion of Mr. Jordan of Hancock, the 
rules were suspended and the house took up 
the senate resolution to inquire into certain 
pardons given by Governor Colquitt and the 
reasons therefore. Mr. Ray thought 
the resolution recited assertions which 
might or might not be true. 
He therefore moved to refer the resolution to 
the penitentiary committee. Agreed to. The 
call of counties for new matter was had. Mr. 
Ford, of Worth, a. bill to amend the road 
laws of Worth; referred to special judiciary 
committee. Also, a bill to change the 
time of holding Worth superior court; 
referred to the judiciary Committee’ 
Mr. Patten, of Thompson, a bill to prevent 
herding or driving of sheep from where they 
use without giving notice; referred to ju 
diciary committee. Mr. Waldrop, of Union, 
a bill to amend an act to create a 
board of commissioners for Union county;

COTTON ANECDOTES. 


The First Beperted From Georgia—Hew the Whit- 
ney Gin Was invented. 

From the Savannah, Georgia, News 

In alittle book published in 1848, called 
“Census of the City of Savannah, together 
with statistics relating to the trade, commerce, 
mechanical arts,’’ etc., of the city (to which 
work allusion has already heen made), it is 
stated that cotton, even then one of the larg- 
est itemsin the exports of Savannah, was an 
article which was almost unknown in com- 
merce until the close of the last centu- 
ry. Of the two kinds cultivated in the 
United States, the black seed, or long 
staple cotton, was first produced in 
Georgia about the year 1786, and the green 
seed, or short staple cotton, not until some 
years later, although it had been raised in 
North Carolina ard Virginia in a limited way 
prior to the revolution. Its first cultivators 
in this state were Messrs. Josiah Tatnall, 
Nicholas Turnbull, James Spalding and Rich- 
ard Leake. The first bag exported from 
Georgia was grown by Alexander Bissett, of 
St. Simon’s island, and was shipped from 
Savannah by Thomas Miller in 1788. Mr. 
Miller was still living in Camden county 
in 1848, and was one of the first who 
ever engaged in the purchase of cotton in the 
Savannah market, where, for a long time, he 
was the only buyer. He used to purchase it 
by the pound in small parcels, and with his 
own hands assorted and packed it for market. 
The industry and interest he displayed in his 
business, added to the fact that he was the 
pioneer in cotton buying in the south, gave 
him the name of ‘Cotton Miller,” by 
which he was long and generally known. 
1792 the growth of cotton was so 
iuconsiderable, or deemed of so littl 
value ag an article of commiérce, that Mr. 
Jay, in his treaty with England, negotiated 
that year, stipulated that no cotton should be 
exported from America. The United States 
senate, however, refused to ratify this article. 
In 1792 the entire crop of the country was 
only four bundred and fifty bags, and in 1784 
an American vessel that carried eight bags to 
Liverpool was seized on the ground that it 
was impossible for so much cotton to be pro- 
duced in the United States 

In 1794 the invention of the saw gin by Eli 
Whitney, of Connecticut, gave a powerfal 
impetus to the culture of cotton, and re- 
garding this most useful invention a very in- 
teresting incident is related, which we 
lieve has never heretofore appeared in print. 
[t seems that Mr. Whitney conceived the 
idea of the gin while he was employed as 


be- 


|} tu'or by Mrs. General Natbaniel Greene, at 


Muiberry Grove, Chatham county, on the 


Savannah river, and set about carrying 
his idea into effect. He constructed a 
pin. and when he thought it was perfected 
invited certain persons from this section of 
the state to see it In operation. Amony those 
present was Mrs. Greene, who manifested 
much interest in the invention. While look- 
ing on at the workingof the gin, however, it 
suddenly became clogged from some cause, 
and Mrs. (;reene took ua from 
her hair and placed the teeth of the 
comb just in front of the roller of the 
gin, 80 as to unclog-the machine, and the 
cotton began coming out beautifully. This 
little act suggested one of the most important 
and useful improvements of his invention to 
Mr. Whitney. He immediately adopted it, 
and then forthe first time really perfected 
his gin. Thisaneceote was told to Mr. John 
M. Guerard, of this city, by Mr. P. M. Night- 
ingale, of Brunswick, grandson of General 
Greene, who vouched for its truth.

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first removed by a democratic congress these 

monopolists and their agents all over the 

country raised a great outcry They deciared 

first, that the removal of the duty would 

bring in foreign quinine in such quantities 

and at such prices as to drive the American 

drug out of market and the American manu- 

facturers out of business; and, second, that 

the removal of the duty would enhance 

the price of quinine instead of 

reducing it. The reply to the’ 
first declaration was that the drug could 

not be made too cheap, and that if the Ameri- 

can manufacturers,after plundering the people 

of millions of dollars in the shape of a blood- 

tax, could not afford to compete with foreign 

manufacturers, the proper course for them to 

pursue would be to retire on their ill-gotten 

gains and leave the field to the foreign manu- 

facturers who had demonstrated that they 

cou'd make quinine cheaply. The reply to 
the second declaration was that if the removal 

of the duty enhanced the price of the drug it 

would also increase the profits of the monop- 
olists, so that really they had no right to com- 
plain at the action of congress. 

In spite of everything that has been said, 
however, the price of quinine has steadily duty 
decreased, showing that the removal of the 
was in the nature of a wholesome reform. The 
latest howl of the monopolists is to the effect 
that in consequence of a feud between Euro- 
pean manufacturers, who are fighting their 
battles on American ground, the price of the 
drug has gone down below the cost of pro- 
duction, and the monopolists cry out for pro- 
tection. 

Our advice to these cormorants is that they 
protect themselves. They are rich and pow- 
erful, and they understand the business. Let 
them whirl in and give the European manu- 
facturers the knife in the shape of a further 
reduction of prices. The people can stand it. 


A FIELD FOR PHILANTHROPY, 

In the November number of the Atlanta 
Medical Register, Dr. Baird, the editor, 
broaches a subject of vast importance to the 
welfare of a large class of unfortunates in 
Georgia. It is a subject, moreover, which 
ought to engage the attention of all thuught- 
ful people and of every legislator who is dis- 
posed to give the proper weight and consider- 
ation to the responsibilities of his office. Dr. 
Baird suggests the establishment and main- 
tenance by the state of a training-school for 
feeble-minded children. ° 

We are perfectly well aware that schemes 
of pure philanthropy, large or small, are not 
attractive to the ordinary politician; we have 
a painful remembrance of the vast quantity 
of ink shed in behalf of the enlargement of 
the lunatic asylum; we know just how much 
selfishness, and heartlessness, and. absolute 
cruelty is hidden behind the false economy 
which ordinarily parades itself in the halls of 
legislation; we have a vivid recollection of 
the time when nearly every county jail in the 
state had one or more insane persons in its 
dungeons depending upon the parsimony of 
the politicians for an opportunity to enjoy 
the benefits and advantages of the institution 
organized and perpetuated by the public sen- 
timent of the state; we understand perfectly 
well all the difficulties that beset those who 
engage in any purely philanthropic enter- 
prise. Nevertheless, we do not hesitate to 
indorse Dr. Baird's suggestion as entirely 
worthy the serious attention of the members 
of the general assembly. 

There are thousands of feeble-minded chil- 
dren who are left every year to grow up with- 
out the care that ought to be given them. 
They grow from _ feeble-mindedness to 
imbecility, and at last find a place 
in the asylum intended ffor the _in- 
sane, It has been demonstrated 
that even proncunced imbecility, when taken 
in its earlier stages, is not beyond the resur- 
recting hand of modern experts. There are 
in Georgia to-day numbers of feeble-minded 
children growing up in darkness who need- 
only the proper mental development—the 
proper training—to lead them forth to light 
and usefulness. 

There is nothing experimental in the propo- 
sition made by Dr. Baird. Progressive phi- 
lanthropy has already established institu- 
tions of this character in various parts of the 
world. The Pennsylvania training school for 
feeble-minded children has been in operation 
since 1853, and has been sustained by the 
state. It has been entirely successful, and it 
is impossible to estimate the good it has done 
in rescuing children from their misfortunes. 
Why may not some philantrophic Georgia 
legislator advocate the establishment of such 
an institution in Georgia?

THE GREAT MAGNETIC STORM. 

The magnetic storm which thrilled through the 
earth’s frame on. Friday was the most remarkable 
phenomenon of the kind which has occurred in a 
year memorable for auroral displays. The sudden 
manifestation of its subtle but intense force, just 
as marked meteorological disturbances and winter's 
outburst in our latitudes occurred, strongly sug 
gests the probability of some unexplained connec 
tion between the magnetic and atmospheric weath 
er. The appearance on the 13th of a vast brilliant 
auroral arch at Phelps, in this state, led Prof 
3rocks to Warn us that ‘‘great meteorological 
turbances might be expected.’’ Years ago 
Italian astrouomer pointed out 
fact that the aurora ‘‘is followed by a 
and extensive change of weather and seems 
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spread auroras, indicate general movements of the 
atmosphere in high latitudes and over the Atlan 
tic.”’ Subsequent observations of simultaneous 
magnetic and meteorological conditions undoubt- 
edly corroborate this conciusion. Bunt unfortu- 
nateiy no law connecting the two kinds of phenom- 
enahas yet been discovered, though science has 
had ample opportunity to make such discovery 
It seems, for those and other reasons, more proba- 
ble that such phenomena as were witnessed in this 
country on Friday are due to solar agencies, the ef- 
fects of which culminate about the same time both 
meteorologically and magnetically. It is easy to see 
how increased radiation of solar heat may effcct 
the barometric and hygrometric conditious of our 
a'mosphere, butit isnot so clear how it will affect 
the earth's magnetic conditions. Still we are not 
wholly without evidence that the sun does affect 
terrestrial magnetism both directly and indirectly. 
The great magnetic storm of September 1, 1869. rove 
and made its vibrations felt simultaneously 
with an observed outburst of energy on 
the solar disk, and the equally remark- 
able magnetic storm of last April 16 was coeval 
witn the passage of a tremendous spot on the sun’s 
surface. Buta hopefulclue tothe un avelling of 
the mystery is found in Sir George Airy’s discovery 
that the diurnal inequalities of the magnetic hori 
zontal force are *‘the effects of the attraction of the 
red or north end of the needle by the heated por- 
tions of our globe, especiaily by the heated sea 
whose effectappears to predominate over that of the 
Jand.’’ The sun, therefore, seems to exert a direct 
and occasional) powerful influence on 
the earth’s magnetism and also an _  indi- 
rect influence, pe the heated ocean 
and land masses of the globe. Andit isnot hard to 
believe that, afier the recent observed variations in 
the sun’s activity, that body is now responsible for 
our latemagneticstorm. So marked have been the 
apparent the: mal conditions of the sun during the 
last three months that the English scientist, Mr. 
Mattieu Williams, thinks the recent weather of the 
earth indicates an ap, reciable increase of its mean 
temperature.’ Though these conclusions are 
necessarily hypothetical and the data on which 
they rest extremely fragmentary itseems neverthe 
less that they point to the inference that our com- 
ing season is not to be marked by abnormal and 
excessive cold. 

The present year has been extraordinarily fruit- 
ful in intense and widely extended magnetic and 
aurorat phenomena, a.dif science is to do any- 
thing in our gehReration toward ge up the 
mysteries of their originand of their reiaticns to 
great meteorological events it should be astir. 
With the large network of meteonological observa- 
tories encircling the middle Jatitudes of the 
globe and even the Arctic areaJ all the data re- 
quisite for reinv tion of thea? phenomena are 
within reach. If the great prdblems of terres 
trial physics thurst upon the w@rid by such dis 
turbances as have just been recotded were scien-

The pic- 
ture represents the inhabitants of a Roman 
colonial city in the early Christian centuries 
crowding upon the walls to hail the arrival of 
an army of friends which has driven away 
the besieging enemy. At the right of tne 
picture a wooden tower used by the assailants 
is seen burning. In the center of the 
picture is a large military engine, a ‘‘balista’”’ 
used for throwing darts and beams, 
to which sacks of sulphur were often attached. 
Some of these sacks lie in the foreground. 
The balista was a gigantic bow gun, the bow 
being worked by a winch, and the propelling 
force coming from twisted strands of beef 
sinews, contained in two pivotal towers at 
either side of the bow. In the back ground 
isseen a small] catapult for hurling stones. 
The picture was painted for and exhibited in 
Paris salon of 1880, where it had an eye line 
place. Mr. Blashtield is one of Bonnat’s 
most promising pupils, and shows the 
influence of Gerome as well. His 
drawing is correct and his composition good; 
his colors are pure, but a little chalky and 
hard; vet the picture’s tone fits the subject 
and it will repay careful study, as being cne 
of the most important works of a promising 
and risingyoung man. Next to these two 
the Riedel comes in prominence. It is a re- 
markably good example of the best work of 
the older Munich school, of which the Gerb- 
hardt’s Philosopher is so goodan example. 
The picture represents adancing Puck, witha 
will-o’-@¢he-wisp lightly blazingabove him and 
an owl in the shadows. The kev-note of the 
picture is in the cold white of the elf, and all 
the shadows are in a bluish brown, while a 
striking antithesis is made by the warmth 
of the will-o'the wisp’s light. The flesh 
of Puck is soft and perfectly 
modelled and the composition is pleasing and 
masterly. Gerbhardt’s Philosopher has al- 
ready been seen and described. Although 
he is a professor in the Dusseldorf he lacks the 
cold polish of the school and expresses a 
Strong feeling in strong, vigorous handiing. 
The.late Sanford R. Gitford’s Autumn in the 
Catskills is one of the gems of the collection, 
although for its sombreness of tone and un- 
obtrusive color it might readily be passed by.. 
It will repay longand closestudy. No painter 
has ever sncceeded so well as Gifford in giv- 
ing expression to the stillness of nature such 
as is felt in walking alone through a forest, 
when the lack of sound is oppressive. Few 
painters have so well interpreted the secrets 
of nature such as Thoreau ind John 
Burroughs have exploited in literature. 
Gifford’s painting has the same share that a 
refined style in literature has. His touch is 
strong, yet, as arlist say, sweet. 
with ease and witn sustained strength, and 
with a poise. a swing and a finish that is 
attained by few men and is a study for 
young artists. The present example of his 
work is hardly more than a finished study, 
yet it is a good ijlustration of his style, 
showing, ag it does. a fall scene in the Cats 
kill mountains; a brown clearing in the 
woods which are so dense that the yellow 
sunlight coming through is dulled and sad- 
dened; and yet the toneis relieved by little 
bits of color given by figures in the back 
ground. Akin to Gifford in merit is the 
work of McEntee, the ‘Valley of the Hum- 
boldt’ and ‘‘Late Autumn,” two capital pic- 
tures and as good examples of the poetic

OUR THIRD FACTORY. 
Progress of Work at the New Exposition Miile— 
When the Mill« Will Start. 

It is said that the man who makes two blades of 
grass grow where one had grown previously,isa rea 
benefactor of mankind. Under the same manner of 
reasoning, the men who have charge of the remains 
of the late exposition deserve the unqualified grat- 
itude of the people of Atlanta, for they are about 
to establish right bere in the edge of the city, upon 
the exposition grounds, a thriving town of 1,500 
populat‘on. A CONSTITUTION reporter wert out to 
the grounds yesterday, and was surprised at the 
busy aspect of affairs. The main exposition building 


is almost filled with boxes of machinery, which are 
being rapidly opened aud the machinery placed in 
position Mr. A. Randall, the superinte: dent, is 
busy giving directions and superintending the 
work. He explained the proposed arrangement 
of the machisery, which will be such that 
no facwry in this country will be more convenient 
in iwaproin ments. Everything will be on one 
floor, the buildsng, as is known, being otly one 
story high. The building isin the form ofa cross. 
In the east wing the carding end spinning ma- 
chiuery will be placed. The west wing will con- 
tain the looms. The south wing wiil contain 
the engine and repair shop, and 
the north wing will be occupied by the spooiing, 
warping, and slashing machinery. An addition 
which 1s absolutely tire proof, has been made to the 
south wing which will be used as a lapping room, 
in which there will be placed six machines. ‘Ihe 
boilers used during the exposition will be used 
tc drive the machinery of the factory. The fly 
wheel is a monster affuir, and will be driven by two 
cylindars with five hundred horse power. Ihe 
shafting is ali up, nnd the builers and engine will 
be given atest in a day or two. The machin- 
ery bas been delayed for lack of 
transportation facilities, but is com- 
ing iu rapidly now. It will fill more than two hun- 
dred and fifty carsand is for @ sixteen thousai d 
spindle mill. Although the handling of this vast 
amount of machinery requires greatlabor itis ex 

pected that fully half of it will be in position by the 
first of January, and it is intevded 
to start the raillon that day with a force of two 
hundred operatives, who have already been en 

gaged. By the first of July next the balance of the 
machinery will be in position and the force of 
operatives will be increased to five hundred, 
so that averugiug three heads for each operative, 
which is the usual average the mill will support a 
town of fifteen hundred population. There areabout 
fifty tewement houses ready and some of the opt ra- 
tors have already moved in. street cars run to the 
old exposition hotel. Every thing wears a bright 
and prosperous look, and Atlanta's third cotton 
factory, the largest of the three, is getting on glori- 
ously.

The New Iuduatry, Which is te be a Factor in Atlanta 
Wealth, Started. 

“Throwon that belt,’’ werethe words of Engi 
neer Erb yesterday morning asthe ponderous en- 
gine at the new cotton seed oil mill began to re- 
spond tothe demands made upon it for the first 
His mandate was quickly obeyed, and 
in an instant the machinery that 
has ‘caused an outlay of thousands 
of dollars began to do its part in reimbursing the 
owners of an enterprise which is destined to add 


time. 


great wealth to the south. 

“Now, come with me,’’ remarked Mr. Thompson, 
the president of the company, ‘and see the first 
cotton seed oil made in the state ’’ Then from the 
engine room the great mill man of Nashville, the 
reporter to whom the remark was add ressé d 
and Mr. Ab Thornton, the secretary of the 
company, went to the large ware-room wh: re tons 
of cotton seed ure storedaway, AS they entered 
the rooma darkey was busily engaged shoveling 
the seed into an elevator by which it was carried 
to the floor above, where a sand screen separated 
the dirtand from whence the seed were taken by 
machinery to the gins—fivein number, where the 
lint was separated from the seed. The lint went 
its way tothe lint room while the seed feliinto a 
‘conveyer’ by which it was taken to the hullers, 
From the huller the kernel was passed to aervsher, 
where it was mushed and from whence it was taken 
and putinto the yarn sacks, which were placed by 
hand into the presses, whose jaws came together 
with such force that the oil began to tlow into the 
tanks in a Stream. 

Atter being subjected to an intense pressure until 
every particle of oil! nad b en extracted, the bags 
were removed, and what was left of the cotton. 
seed was taken outina hard cake. Tris was then 
transferred to a mill, and after passing through the 
same channels as wheat does, came outa nice flour, 
which also forms an article of commerce. 

Having witnessed the converting of the cotton 
seed into oiland ‘‘flour,’’ the reporter leisurely 
walked around the buildings. They 
are large, substantial structures, and were built 
regardless of cost. The wareroom is 
an immense frame building, while brick is the ma- 
terial used in every other portion of the premises. 
The machinery is all new and first class. and works 
like acharm, and yesterday proved conclusively 
that the new in@ustry can be run smoothly. The 
entire plan was drawn by Mr. Erb, who yesterday 
witnessed the triumphant beginning of the manu- 
facturing of cottom seed oil in the south. 

The company isa strong one, headed by Mr. 
Tompson of Nashville, and managed by Mr. Thorn- 
ton of Atlanta). They have expended nearly $75,- 
060 in establishing this much needed enterprise in 
Atlanta. They were both greatly elated with the 
day's work yesterday and are sanguine ofan un- 
precedented success.

He said that there were th ee promi- 
nent candidates, and that they should not be handi- 
capped or the interests of either injured by any ae- 
tion of the bar. (aptain W. D. Ellis thought it was 
aproper matter forthe bar; that the members of 
the legal profession were deeply interested in the 
result, He held that the members 
the legislature, coming as they do _ from 
distant parts of the state, could 
not kuow the qualifications of the different candi- 
dates. He really thought the bar should elect its 
own judge anyway. The legislature is looking to 
the bar for light, and the bar should speak its pre- 
ference.
